Its  carriages  are  of 
1  full  -ize,  not  arraugikl  like  a  tTam  car, 
but  like  the  ordinary  passenger  car  of 
the  Vuited  States,  each  b^ing  in  two 
1  compartments  and  capaple  of  seating  57 
l-  rs.'ns.  Beneath  each  car  is  an  electric 
motor  of  from  100  to  70  horsepower,  and 
the  sjk-i-d  will  be  as  high  as  30  miles  an 
hour.
